Marlin ‘cautiously optimistic’ after meeting with Bijleveld 


~ Says The Hague can’t take over tasks ~ 


THE HAGUE—Commissioner 
of Constitutional Affairs 
William Marlin met with Dutch 
State Secretary of Kingdom 
Relations Ank Bijleveld- 
Schouten on Monday to 
discuss the concerns in The 
Hague about St. Maarten’s 
capability to become an 
autonomous country in the 
Kingdom. They also talked 
about the possibilities of 
assistance by the Dutch to 
help St. Maarten get ready 
for country status. Marlin was 
cautiously optimistic. “We’ll 
get there,” he said. 

Marlin updated Bijleveld- 
Schouten on the preparations 
that need to take place to 
ensure that St. Maarten is 
ready when the date for the 
island to attain country status 
comes around. “We discussed 
the Dutch concerns, especially 
in the Second Chamber, and 
exchanged views on the 
different approaches to how to 
deal with these concerns,” said 
Marlin in an interview with 
The Daily Herald Monday 
night. 

The different approaches 
will be negotiated further in 
the technical work groups in 
preparationforthenextPolitical 
Steering Group meeting in late 
September. At that meeting, 
parties should sign off on an 
agreement that will pave the 
way for St. Maarten to attain 
country status and will contain 
sufficient guarantees for the 
Dutch cabinet and the Second 
Chamber, said Marlin. 

Bij leveld-Schouten and Marlin 
spoke aboutpossible assistance 
by the Dutch Government 
in light of the guarantees the 
Netherlands wants. According 
to Marlin, Dutch assistance 
should come automatically 


when St. Maarten asks for help. 
However, the responsibility 
will remain in the hands of St. 
Maarten and at no time can the 
Netherlands simply decide to 
take over responsibilities. 
Marlin compared it to taking 
a sick child to the hospital. 
Parents call in the help of a 
doctor who temporarily takes 
care of the child to make 
sure that it gets well. But the 
parents remain responsible for 
the child. 

“We need to have a good 
organisation, but if we don’t 
manage to realise everything 
in time, the Netherlands cannot 
say that it will take over. We 
have to look at how we can 
improve things together,” he 
said. 

Marlin said he understood the 
concerns in The Hague, but 
that under no circumstance 
could the Netherlands decide 
unilaterally that it would take 
over responsibilities because 
St. Maarten wasn’t ready. 

St. Maarten is also securing 
the assistance of the Central 
Government and the island 
territory Curasao to help build 
up services in St. Maarten to 
make sure services will be 
rendered to the people. On St. 
Maarten’s request, Curasao 
will render services, via a sort 
of service level contract. 
Meetings will take place in 
Curasao next week to further 
secure this cooperation. In this 
case too, the responsibility 
will remain in the hands of St. 
Maarten, said Marlin. He is 
returning to St. Maarten today, 
Tuesday. 

Financial issues 
While in the Netherlands, 
Marlin and his colleague, 
Finance Commissioner 

Xavier Blackman, also met 


with College for Financial 
Supervision CFT Chairman 
Hans Weitenberg and board 
member Alberto Romero to 
discuss St. Maarten’s financial 
situation. 

Parties discussed the effects of 
the worldwide financial crisis 
on St. Maarten government’s 
finances. The island expects 
further deficits in 2010. The 
expected financial setback 
comes at a time when St. 
Maarten needs to build up its 
apparatus in preparation for 
country status. 

Marlin and Blackman also 
talked with CFT about the 
fact that St. Maarten still isn’t 
receiving financial support 
as part of the agreed-on debt 
reorganisation. The island 
has a backlog in payments of 
some NAf. 183 million, but 
the Netherlands has not paid 
bills because invoices haven’t 
reached the Netherlands yet 
for approval, as they are still 
stuck in Curasao. 

In the meantime, St. Maarten 
has had to pay off a large chunk 
to creditors. St. Maarten owes 
the Antillean pension fund 
APNA some NAf. 65 million 
and has to pay about NAf. 
12,000 per day in interest. 
Marlin said Weitenberg 
showed understanding for St. 
Maarten’s situation. 

In the Netherlands Marlin 
further met with officials of 
communication management 
and public affairs bureau 
PauwSandersZeilstraVan 
Spaendonck PSZVS on how to 
proceed with the preparations 
for the “St. Maarten House,” 
which should open next month. 
Marlin met with two lawyers 
of St. Maarten descent who 
are interested in helping out at 
the St. Maarten House.

Bill reaches major 
hurricane status 

PHILIPSBURG—Interests in the Northeast Caribbean 
have been advised to monitor the progress of Hurricane 
Bill, because while it is expected to pass well to 
the Northeast of the islands Wednesday night and 
poses no immediate threat to St. Maarten, Statia and 
Saba, according to the Meteorological Service of the 
Netherlands Antilles, its strength and sheer size mean 
that any Southward shift in the forecast track could 
have serious implications for the local area. 

The local weather report yesterday evening mentioned 
that Bill was already impeding shower activity across 
the region. Sea conditions will gradually deteriorate 
as the system approaches, bringing large Northeast 
swells. 

The centre of Hurricane Bill was located by an Air 
Force Reserve hurricane hunter aircraft at 11:00pm 
yesterday near latitude 17.2 North and longitude 
53.4 West, or about 555 miles (895 km) East of the 
Northeastern Caribbean. 

Bill was moving toward the West-Northwest near 
15mph (24km/hr). A West-Northwest motion was 
expected to continue overnight, followed by a turn 
toward the Northwest today. On this track the core 
of Bill will be passing well to the Northeast of the 
Northeastern Caribbean islands late Wednesday and 
early Thursday. 

Maximum sustained winds were near 125mph (205km/ 
hr) with higher gusts, making Bill a Category Three 
hurricane on the Saffir-Simpson scale, and some 
additional strengthening was considered possible 
during the next day or two. 

Hurricane force winds extended outward up to 45 miles 
(75km) from the centre and tropical storm force up to 
175 miles (280km). The minimum central pressure 
reported by reconnaissance aircraft was 952mb (28.11 
inches). 

Meanwhile, disorganised showers and thunderstorms 
extending from near Jamaica across Eastern Cuba to 
the central Bahamas were associated with the remnants 
of Tropical Depression Ana and an upper-level low- 
pressure area. This activity was moving West at 20- 
25mph and spreading across the remainder of Cuba, 
and the Bahamas and South Florida during the next 
day or so. 

This system showed no signs of regeneration and 
there was a less than 30 per cent chance of this system 
becoming a tropical cyclone again during the next 24 
hours. □

In the best of all worlds 
the preparation for the birth of 
your child would start many 
years in advance in detoxifying 
your body from toxic heavy 
metals, and fat soluble toxins 
from insecticides, pesticides and 
the countless petroleum based 
chemicals. In our clinic we have 
more than three thousand hair 
test, that show the body burden 
of toxic heavy metals that have 
crossed the placenta into the 
growing baby.

Additionally, supplementation 
with lectin which has been shown 
to enhance the brain development 
of your baby; women, who 
take lecithin supplements while 
pregnant and breastfeeding, have 
been shown to have babies with 
larger brains that exhibit faster 
cognitive development. 

B - Complex vitamins 
are essential. Women who are or 
may become pregnant should be 
supplementing with the following 
vitamins. Folic acid is a water- 
soluble vitamin belonging to the 
B-complex group of vitamins. 
These vitaminshelpthebodybreak 
down complex carbohydrates 
into simple sugars to be used for 
energy. Excess B vitamins are 
excreted from the body rather 
than stored for later use. Birth 
control pills stimulate more of 
these vitamins to be lost.

Those with 
spina bifida have a defect of the 
spinal column that can result in 
varying degrees of handicap, from 
mild and hardly noticeable cases 
of scoliosis, a sideways bending 
of the spine, to paralysis and 
bladder or bowel incontinence.

Euro firmer after strong 
US energy report 

LONDON (AFP) - The euro turned firmer against the dollar 
as nervousness over the economic outlook was eased by a 
supportive US energy report which suggested demand was 
better than expected. 

Dealers said risk aversion remains strong and was clearly in 
evidence over the past few days as a mixed set of data, especially 
US consumer confidence figures, prompted a flight to the safety 
of the dollar. 

A much larger-than-expected in US energy stocks, however, 
pointed to growing demand in the US economy, the world’s 
largest, reassuring investors nervous at the possibility that the 
green shoots of recovery might wither. 

In late London trade, the euro was at 1.4243 dollars, up from 
1.4102 dollars earlier and from 1.4132 dollars in New York late 
on Tuesday. 

The dollar also fell to 93.83 yen from 94.70 yen late Tuesday. 
The early weakness in the euro reflected further heavy losses 
on the Chinese stock market where investors are worried 
Beijing may rein in some of its massive economic stimulus 
programme. 

If it does, the knock-on effect in Asia, where Japan has just 
come out of recession, could be serious, perhaps dampening 
world demand too. 

“The foreign exchange market is being influenced by global 
share prices, particularly the Shanghai market,” said Yosuke 
Hosokawa, head of foreign exchange at Chuo Mitsui Trust 
Bank. 

“Prospects for the global economy are still uncertain,” he 
noted. 

Chinese shares tumbled 4.30 percent on Wednesday. 

Stuart Bennett at Calyon said the volatile trade of the past few 
days suggests the markets do not really know which direction to 
take, with players waiting for a clearer fix on the economy. 

“It’s almost certain that the global economy is through the worst 
phase,” Hosokawa said. “Now we are at the next stage, where 
we will see a zigzag trend for the time being before reaching a 
full recovery.” 

In London on Wednesday, the euro was changing hands at 
1.4243 dollars against 1.4132 dollars late on Tuesday, at 133.64 
yen (133.85), 0.8614 pounds (0.8533) and 1.5165 Swiss francs 
(1.5200).Q 


Stocks turn higher on 
jump in energy demand

NEW YORK - The stock 
market shook off early losses 
Wednesday and turned higher, 
led by a surge in energy stocks 
amid signs that demand for oil 
may be rising. 

News from the government 
that the nation’s oil inventory 
fell by more than 8 million 
barrels in the past week sent 
the price of crude and then 
stocks higher as investors 
bet that the drop in energy 
stockpiles is an indication of 
an improving economy. 

The Dow Jones industrial 
average, down as much as 86 
points on economic concerns 
before the oil report, was up 
more than 75 in afternoon 
trading. The other big market 
indexes also turned higher. 
Trading has been erratic all 
week as the market seesawed 
between worries about 
consumer spending and signs 
that the global economy, 
while still weak, is showing 
improvement. On Wednesday, 
the concerns earlier in the day 
were fed by a big drop in 
China’s biggest stock market. 
The surprising decline in crude 
inventories was a reassuring 
sign, but there is still plenty 
of caution among investors. 
Although stocks recovered, 
Treasury prices held on to 
most of their gains. Treasurys 
are a safe-haven investment in 
a struggling economy. 
Analysts also said Wall 
Street’s gains were magnified 
by short-covering, in which 
investors have to buy stock 
after having earlier sold 
borrowed shares in a bet they 
would fall. That rush to cover 
ill-timed bets can quicken the 
market’s climb. 

“People were watching that 
990 level and the fact that we 
didn’t pull back from that, 
they decided to cover their

shorts,” said Robert Pavlik, 
chief market strategist at 
Banyan Partners, referring 
to the 990 level on the S&P 
500, which the index has had 
trouble breaking through this 
week. “So many people focus 
on the technicals.” 

In late afternoon trading, 
the Dow Jones industrials 
rose 44.89, or 0.5 percent, 
to 9,262.83. The Standard & 
Poor’s 500 index rose 4.43, or 
0.5 percent, to 994.10, while 
the Nasdaq composite index 
rose 7.61, or 0.4 percent, to 
1,963.53. 

About eight stocks rose for 
every seven that fell on the 
New York Stock Exchange, 
where volume came to a light 
684.7 million shares. 

Bond prices rose as investors 
were drawn to the safety of 
government debt. The yield 
on the benchmark 10-year 
Treasury note, which moves 
opposite its price, fell to 3.46 
percent from 3.52 percent 
late Tuesday. It was trading 
at about 3.44 percent before 
the oil report. Light, sweet 
crude jumped $3.23 to settle 
at $72.42 a barrel on the New 
York Mercantile Exchange. 

In other trading, the Russell 
2000 index of smaller 
companies rose 4.32, or 0.8 
percent, to 560.75.

Analysts say the financial 
markets are likely to bounce 
around in the coming weeks 
as investors try to reconcile 
their hopes for an economic 
recovery with the reality that 
it might not come as fast or 
be as strong as many people 
expected. 

“Volatility is creeping up,” 
said Brian Nick, investment 
strategist at Barclays Wealth. 
“For awhile we were seeing 
volatility steadily declining 
and maybe we thought we 
were completely out of the 
woods when we were not 
completely out of the woods.” 
And with many traders on 
vacation, volume is expected 
to remain light through at least 
the end of the month. Thin 
trading volume can exaggerate 
the market’s movements. 

In earnings news Wednesday, 
BJ’s Wholesale Club Inc. said 
its second-quarter profit dipped 
4 percent and sales declined 
because of falling gasoline 
prices. Still, the warehouse- 
club’s results beat analysts’ 
estimates and it raised its full- 
year profit outlook. 

Deere & Co., the world’s largest 
maker of farm equipment, 
reported a 27 percent drop in 
its fiscal third-quarter profit, 
but also did better than Wall 
Street expected. □ 
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Don Hewitt, who inuented ‘60 Minutes,’ dies at 86

NEW YORK - Don Hewitt, a 
TV news pioneer who created 
“60 Minutes” and produced the 
popular CBS newsmagazine for 
36 years, died Wednesday. He 
was 86. 

He died of pancreatic cancer at 
his Bridgehampton home, CBS 
said. His death came a month 
after that of fellow CBS legend 
Walter Cronkite. 

Hewitt joined CBS News in 
television’s infancy in 1948, 
and produced the first televised 
presidential debate in 1960. 

His lasting legacy took shape 
in the late 1960s when CBS 
agreed to try his idea of a one- 
hour broadcast that mixed hard 
news and feature stories. The 
television newsmagazine was 
bom on Sept. 24, 1968, when 
the “60 Minutes” stopwatch 
began ticking. 

He dreamed of a television 
version of Life, the dominant 
magazine of the mid-20th 
century, where interviews with 
entertainers could co-exist with 
investigations that exposed 
corporate malfeasance. 

“The formula is simple,” he 
wrote in a memoir in 2001, “and 
it’s reduced to four words every 
kid in the world knows: Tell me 
a story. It’s that easy.” 
Hard-driven reporter Mike 
Wallace, Hewitt’s first hire, 
became the journalist those in 
power did not want on their 
doorsteps. Harry Reasoner, 
Morley Safer, Ed Bradley, 
Steve Kroft and Diane Sawyer 
were among others who also 
reported for the show. 

“60 Minutes” won 73 Emmys, 
13 DuPont/ColumbiaUniversity 


Awards and nine Peabody 
Awards during Hewitt’s 
stewardship, which ended in 
2004. 

It was television journalism’s 
best show ever, said CBS Corp. 
chief executive Leslie Moonves. 
“To me, the creation of '60 
Minutes’ was tmly genius,” he 
said. 

As a television executive, 
Moonves could take comfort in 
scheduling a Sunday evening 
fixture that finished among 
Nielsen’s top 10 for 23 straight 
years. It was television’s top- 
rated show four times, most 
recently in 1992-93. while 
no longer a regular in the top 
10 in Hewitt’s later years, it 
was still TV’s most popular 
newsmagazine. 

Infectiously enthusiastic, 
Hewitt would pepper Moonves 
with ideas about both news and 
entertainment. He often joked 
that out of 100, about 95 would 
end up in the wastebasket. But 
some were inspired. 

Hewitt treated every new story 
with the excitement of a cub 
reporter, said Sawyer, now at 
ABC News. He once forced her 
to crawl under a table and out of 
the room at a fancy dinner party 
to deliver a scoop — on radio at 
midnight, she said. 

Hewitt often said the accepted 
wisdom for television news 
writers before “60 Minutes” 
was to put words to pictures. He 
believed that was backward. 
“Had he not been a television 
news producer, I think he would 
have been a circus ringmaster,” 
CBS News “Face the Nation” 
host Bob Schieffer said. “Just 
this great showman. Don Hewitt 
understood that to tell the news, 


to get people to understand 
what they need to know about, 
you have to get them into the 
tent.” 

He recalled Hewitt saying how 
“60 Minute” tip-toes to the 
edge between news and show 
business, “and I know right 
were that edge is.” 

“You hear a lot of stories about 
him being flamboyant and 
being a showman, but he really 
was a great news editor, first 
and foremost,” said Jeff Fager, 
current “60 Minutes” executive 
producer. “He always had the 
ability to make a story better.” 
“I learned everything from 
him,” Fager said. 

Fager keeps in his office a 
framed memo that Hewitt sent 
out to the staff in 1990 that, at 
the time, scared Fager to death: 
“Nowhere in all of journalism 
are their newspeople as well 
paid and loudly applauded 
as you are,” the memo said. 
“Come on ... start turning out 
stories!” 

Upon the start of “60 Minutes,” 
Hewitt recalled that news 
executive Bill Leonard told 
him to “make us proud.” 
“Which may well be the last 
time anyone ever said 'make 
us proud’ to anyone else in 
television,” he wrote in his 
memoir. “Because Leonard 
said 'make us proud’ and not 
'make us money,’ we were 
able to do both, which I think 
makes us unique in the annals 
of television.” 

As executive producer, Hewitt 
was responsible for deciding 
each week which stories 
would make it on the air. 
Correspondents and producers 
alike would wait nervously in 
screening rooms for his verdict 
on their work. Hewitt and 
Wallace would have legendary 
screaming matches, yet stayed 
together like a long-married 
couple. 

During his tenure, “60 Minutes” 
was often a place where 
people came to make news. 
Presidential candidate Bill 
Clinton addressed questions of 
infidelity in 1992, and A1 Gore 
used the show to announce he 
wouldn’t run for president in 
2004. 

Hewitt often said he was 
proud of his show’s ability 
to exonerate innocent people 
through investigations, such 
as when a Texas man sent to 
jail for life for robbery was 
freed after Safer discredited the 
evidence against him. 

When “60 Minutes” showed 
a tape of Dr. Jack Kevorkian 
lethally injecting a patient in 
1998, it ignited a debate on 


euthanasia and the proper role 
of a TV news show. 

Hewitt was the subject of an 
unflattering portrait in the 1999 
movie “The Insider,” which 
depicted him caving to pressure 
from CBS lawyers and not 
airing a whistleblowing report 
about the tobacco industry. The 
full report eventually aired. 
Although bitter at the former 
“60 Minutes” producer who 
became a hero of “The Insider” 
for fighting to air the story, 
Hewitt later said he wasn’t 
proud of his actions. 

Among his other jobs, Hewitt 
directed the first network 
television newscast on May 3, 
1948. He originated the use of 
cue cards for news readers, now 
done by electronic machines. He 
was the first to “superimpose” 
words on the TV screen for a 
news show. 

“Most people think about Don 
as the creator of'60 Minutes,’ in 
fact he was one of the inventors 
of broadcast journalism,” Kroft 
said. “There isn’t a news show 
on television that doesn’t have 
Don Hewitt’s DNA in it.” 
Donald Shepard Hewitt was 
bom in New York on Dec. 14, 
1922, and grew up in the suburb 
of New Rochelle. He dropped 
out of New York University to 
become a copy boy at the New 
York Herald Tribune. He joined 
the Merchant Marines during 
World War II and worked as a 
correspondent posted to Gen. 
Dwight Eisenhower’s London 
headquarters. 

After the war and a few brief 
journalism jobs, he took a job 
as an associate director at CBS 
News in 1948. 

Before the 1960 presidential 


debate, Hewitt asked John F. 
Kennedy if he wanted makeup. 
Tanned and fit, Kennedy said 
no. Richard Nixon followed his 
lead. Big mistake. 

“As every student of politics 
knows, that debate — like 
a Miss America contest — 
turned on who made the better 
appearance, not with what he 
said but with how he looked,” 
Hewitt recalled later. “Kennedy 
won hands down.” 

Hewitt had said he wanted to 
“die at my desk,” creating a 
delicate situation for CBS. The 
show’s ratings were declining 
and it had the oldest audience 
in television, as well as some of 
the oldest correspondents. 
Hewitt, then 80, was persuaded 
to announce in January 2003 
that he would step down at the 
conclusion of the 2003-2004 
season, which he did. In return, 
CBS gave him a contract that 
would pay him through age 
90 and a comer office. He’d 
occasionally wander down to 
tell Fager what he did or didn’t 
like about that week’s episode. 
He couldn’t retire completely. 
In 2007, he produced a 
televised version of the “Radio 
City Christmas Spectacular,” 
bringing the venerable show to 
a national TV audience for the 
first time — on NBC. 

Hewitt is survived by his wife 
of 30 years, journalist Marilyn 
Berger, two sons from his first 
marriage and two daughters from 
his second marriage. Berger, 
who worked for The New York 
Times, The Washington Post 
and NBC, was his third wife. 
The funeral will be private. 
CBS will devote “60 Minutes” 
this weekend to Hewitt. □

capital kills at least 95

BAGHDAD (AP) — Nearly simultaneous 

truck bombs struck Iraq’s Foreign and Finance 

ministries Wednesday as a wave of explosions 

killed at least 95 people, bringing the 

weaknesses of Iraqi security forces into sharp 

focus less than two months after U.S. forces 

withdrew from urban areas. 

It was the deadliest day of coordinated bombings 
since Feb. 1, 2008, when two suicide bombers 
killed 109 people at pet markets in Baghdad. 
More than 400 were wounded in Wednesday’s 
blasts. 

The new American role was on sharp display 
as the military said it responded to onsite 
requests from Iraqi commanders for assistance, 
providing intelligence to help guide rescue 
crews and deploying explosives experts to 
clear areas of potential bombs. 

U.S. transition teams assisted with security 
cordons and medics helped the wounded. 
Helicopters buzzed overhead. 

“We helped the victims when and where we 
could, in accordance with our Iraqi allies’ 
requests,” said Lt. Col. Philip Smith, a 
spokesman for U.S. forces in Baghdad. 

The extent of the carnage shocked the Shiite- 
led government and dealt a devastating blow 
to Prime Minister Nouri al-Maliki’s efforts to 
return Baghdad to normal and reinforce his 
chances in parliamentary elections in January. 
Al-Maliki blamed Sunni insurgents linked 
to al-Qaida in Iraq and said the attacks were 


designed to foil plans to open streets and 
remove concrete blast walls from Baghdad’s 
main roads by mid-September. 

He said the Iraqi government must reassess 
security measures — the first government 
acknowledgment that his moves may have 
been premature so soon after U.S. troops left 
the cities at the end of June. 

“The criminal acts that took place today 
require us to re-evaluate our plans and security 
mechanisms in order to confront the terrorist 
challenges and to increase cooperation between 
security forces and the Iraqi people,” he added 
in a departure from his usual calls on the public 
to hold steady in the face of an escalation of 
attacks. 

He said an alliance of al-Qaida in Iraq and 
Saddam Hussein loyalists was behind the 
attacks, and that the government has placed 
Iraq’s army and police forces on high alert. 

The violence began when a suicide truck 
bomber took aim at the Finance Ministry 
complex in northern Baghdad, causing part 
of a nearby overpass to collapse. A female 
employee emerged from the building after the 
blast in an apparent state of shock, her clothes 
stained with blood. 

Hospital officials said at least 28 people were 
killed and 117 wounded in that blast. 

Minutes later, a truck bomb exploded outside 
the Foreign Ministry, charring dozens of cars 
in a parking lot and shattering the facade of the 
white, 10-story building located near the Green 
Zone.

WASHINGTON (AP)—The White House plans to announce the 
federal deficit is about $262 billion less than officials predicted 
early this year, in part because the Obama administration has 
provided less aid than expected to Wall Street. The deficit still 
will be three times bigger than last year’s. 

The federal deficit this year will total $1.58 trillion, a senior 
White House official said late Wednesday. The official spoke on 
condition of anonymity to discuss the report before its release 
Tuesday when President Barack Obama will be on vacation in 
Massachusetts.

The new deficit numbers are

a tremendous obstacle for 
an administration trying to 
undertake massive policy 
overhauls in health care and 
the environment. 

“Whether it’s $1.6 trillion or 
$1.8 trillion, it’s pretty bad,” 
said Robert Bixby, executive 
director of the bipartisan 
fiscal watchdog The Concord 
Coalition. “I hope no one tries 
to spin that as good news.” 
But Stan Collender, a former 
congressional budget staffer, 
said the White House’s 
new deficit numbers cannot 
be blamed on Obama. 
Collender, now with 
Qorvis Communications, a 
Washington consulting firm, 
noted that the deficit estimate 
when President George W. 
Bush left office was $1.2 
trillion and that did not include 
a tax adjustment and additional 
spending for operations in Iraq 
and Afghanistan, approved 
this year, that Bush also would 
have sought. 

The midsummer report was 
supposed to have been released 
by mid-July but was delayed, 
which led to speculation the 



White House was delaying 
the bad news until Congress 
left on its August recess. 
Other administrations delayed 
releasing similar reports during 
their first year in office. 
Obama’s budget had included 
a $250 billion placeholder for 
a second bailout of the nation’s 
troubled banks but did not ask 
Congress for it because of the 
fear that the administration 
was spending too heavily. 
The administration also had 
anticipated failures of more 
banks, but the survival of 
most banks saved billions for 
Washington. 

The report comes during a 
rough patch for Obama’s 
presidency. The rancor 
surrounding the Democrats’ 
proposed health care overhaul 
also provides a distraction 
during a monthlong break 
when much of Washington is 
in a lull. 

The administration predicted 
this year that unemployment 
would peak at about 9 percent 
without a big stimulus 
package and 8 percent with 
one. Congress passed a $787 


billion two-year stimulus 
measure, yet unemployment 
soared to 9.4 percent in July 
and appears headed for double 
digits. 

The nation’s debt, the total of 
accumulated annual budget 
deficits, now stands at $11.7 
trillion. In the scheme of 
things, that is more important 
than talking about the “deficit,” 
which only looks at a one- 
year slice of bookkeeping and 
ignores previous indebtedness 
that is still outstanding. 

Even so, the administration 
has projected that the annual 
deficit for the current budget 
year will hit the $1.58 trillion 
figure, more than three times 
the size of last year’s deficit of 
$455 billion. 

Economists predict that an 
improved economic climate 
could help reduce the deficit 
in the 2010 fiscal year to $1.3 
trillion. Obama has promised 
to reduce the budget to $533 
billion in the 2013 fiscal year. 
“The deficit is obviously very 
large and a problem,” said 
economist Mark Zandi of

Two dead in military chopper 
crash on Colo, mountain 

LEADVILLE, Colo. - A military helicopter crashed Wednesday near the peak of Colorado’s 
second-highest mountain, killing two people, injuring one and leaving another person missing, 
authorities said. 

The Black Hawk helicopter from Kentucky’s Fort Campbell was carrying out training 
exercises when it struck about 400 feet from the top of 14,200-foot Mount Massive, according 
to the Lake County Sheriff’s office and the Federal Aviation Administration. 

The injured person was flown to a Denver hospital, while rescue teams searched for the 
missing person, said Sheriff spokesman Max Duarte. The condition of the injured was not 
immediately known. 

The helicopter was assigned to the 160th Special Operations Aviation Regiment (Airborne) 
and was conducting routine training, according to the Army Special Operations Command at 
Fort Bragg, N.C. Its Web site says soldiers from the 160th have carried out combat operations 
in Iraq and Afghanistan, but the Army did not elaborate on the purpose of the Colorado 
maneuvers. 

Sheriff’s spokeswoman Betty Benson told The Gazette in Colorado Springs that the two 
who died were soldiers from Fort Campbell. Officials have not released any details on the 
identities of the four aboard. 

The Army statement said that rescue operations were under way but did not elaborate. The 
Denver Post reported that the two ambulance helicopters were at the scene. 

The newspaper also said the Black Hawk’s flight recorder was recovered. The cause of the 
crash has not been released. 

Duarte said he did not know how long the helicopter was training in the central mountain 
region. Leadville, a town with a population of 2,600, is about 80 miles southwest of Denver 
and is surrounded by rugged wilderness and lofty peaks, several more than 13,000 feet high. 
U.S. Forest Service said its workers building trails with a youth group heard the 2 p.m. MDT 
crash but witness it. 

Fort Campbell spokesman Maj. Brandon Bissell referred questions to the special operations 
command. 

Soldiers in the 160th are known as “night stalkers” because they specialize in nighttime 
operations, according to the military. 

The MH-60 Black Hawk is frequently used for overt and covert infiltration missions, as well 
as to bring supplies to special operations forces in the field, according to the unit’s Web site. 
The helicopter is also used for rescue and medical evocations, and an armed version is used 
for armed escort and fire support.^ 


Blank said the numbers will 
likely show a “statistically 
significant” increase in the 
poverty rate, to at least 12.7 
percent.

“There’s no question that 
2008 economically was a 
much worse year than 2007,” 
she said Wednesday.

The number of Americans 
without medical insurance 
is also expected to notably 
increase due largely to rising 
unemployment and the erosion 
of private coverage paid for by 
employers and individuals, but 
Blank declined to say by how 
much. In 2007, the number of 
uninsured fell by more than 
1 million mostly because 
government programs such as 
Medicaid for the poor picked 
up the slack. 

The census figures, set to 
be released Sept. 10, could 
have important ramifications 
as Congress returns from its 
August recess to debate health 
reform, its cost, and the ways 
to pay for it. 

Republicans also have 
traditionally pointed to the 
intractable poverty rate as a 
sign that government programs 
do not work, a claim likely to 
be repeated often in light of 
the federal economic stimulus 
package. 

In a 30-minute interview, 
Blank said the census figures 
released next month could 
possibly understate the actual 
number of poor people, 


since the poverty rate is a 
lagging indicator that tends 
to accelerate over time. As 
a result, the 2008 data could 
prove to be the tip of the 
iceberg, with more significant 
declines reflected in 2009 
figures released next year. 
Blank, a former co-director of 
the National Poverty Center at 
the University of Michigan, 
estimated this year that poverty 
could eventually hit 14.8 
percent or more in the United 
States should unemployment 
reach 10 percent as some 
analysts have predicted. That 
would be almost one of every 
seven Americans. 

Based on 2007 figures, the 
poverty rate currently stands 
at 12.5 percent, or 37.3 
million, largely unchanged 
from recent years. The official 
poverty level is now $21,203 
for a family of four, $13,540 
for a family of two, based on a 
calculation that includes only 
cash income before deductions 
for taxes. It excludes capital 
gains and it does not take into 
account accumulated wealth 
or assets, such as a home. 

On Wednesday, Blank said she 
was working with the Census 
Bureau to provide better 
measures of poverty. Such 
alternative measures, which 
will be released sometime 
after Sept. 10, will seek to 
better incorporate added costs 
of health care, child care, 
housing and transportation,

Hurricane Bill fierce as Category 4 in Atlantic

MIAMI - Hurricane Bill howled over the 
open Atlantic as a fierce Category 4 storm 
Wednesday, and it could be energized by 
warmer waters as it moves north. 

Forecasters said Bill should begin pushing 
large swells toward Bermuda and parts of the 
southeastern U.S. coast by the weekend, but it 
wasn’t yet clear how close the storm will come 
to land. Richard Pasch, a senior hurricane 
specialist at National Hurricane Center said 
computer models continue to keep the storm’s 
path away from the eastern coast of the United 
States. 

“We can’t be absolutely sure, but we’re feeling 
pretty good about it,” Pasch said. 

The hurricane center did say people in the 
Leeward Islands should keep an eye on the 
storm, though its core was expected to pass 


well to the northeast of the chain in the next 
day. Fishermen in Antigua were advised to 
dock their boats. 

As fierce as Bill already is, it could get stronger 
because it’s traveling into warmer waters in the 
Atlantic that could intensify the storm, said 
senior hurricane specialist Lixion Avila. 

“The warm ocean is like the fuel for car,” Avila 
said. “If you get high octane gas you get more 
power — that’s what warmer water does.” 

Bill was maintaining a top wind speed of 135 
mph late Wednesday, but forecasters said it 
could get stronger. The storm’s eye was located 
315 miles east of the Leeward Islands and it 
was moving west-northwest near 20 mph. 
Pasch said there’s no reason for the storm to 
weaken over the next few days. While the path 
is taking it mostly over the water, Pasch said 
the effects of the storm are going to be felt well 
removed from the center. Q 
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Sen. John Ensign: I did nothing legally wrong’

FERNLEY, Nev. - Sen. John 
Ensign told The Associated 
Press on Wednesday that his 
affair with a friend’s wife was 
different from former President 
Bill Clinton’s relationship 
with a White House intern 
because he didn’t lie about it 
under oath. 

“I haven’t done anything 
legally wrong,” the Nevada 
Republican said. 

“President Clinton stood right 
before the American people 
and he lied to the American 
people,” Ensign said. “You 
remember that famous day he 
lied to the American people, 
plus the fact I thought he 
committed perjury. That’s 
why I voted for the articles of 
impeachment.” 

Ensign made the remarks 
before being introduced to a 
standing ovation from about 
100 people at a Chamber of 
Commerce luncheon in rural 
Fernley, about 40 miles east 
of Reno. Ensign opened his 
speech by acknowledging 
what he called a “distraction.” 
“I think it would be 
inappropriate to start any other 
way than to say Em sorry,” he 
said. “Eve said Em sorry. I 
can’t say Em sorry enough. I 
made a big mistake in my life 
and I apologize once again to 
all of you.” 

The luncheon was Ensign’s 
first public appearance 
in his home state since 
acknowledging in June that he 
had an extramarital affair with 
former campaign aide Cynthia 
Hampton. 

Ensign resigned as head of the 
Republican Policy Committee 
after admitting to the affair 
with Hampton from December 
2007 to August 2008. 
Hampton’s husband, Doug, 
was Ensign’s administrative 
assistant in his Washington, 
D.C., Senate office and the 
families were friends. 

Ensign’s attorney has also 
said that Ensign’s parents paid 
the woman and her family 
$96,000 after learning about 
the affair. 

Ensign once called on President 
Bill Clinton to resign after his 
affair with White House intern 
Monica Lewinsky erupted in 
1998, declaring: “The truth 


must come out.” 

Citizens for Responsibility 
and Ethics in Washington, 
government watchdog group, 
has called for investigations 
into Ensignby the Senate Ethics 
Committee and the Federal 
Elections Commission. 
Melanie Sloan, CREW’s 
executive director, said 
Ensign’s distinction between 
his situation and that of 
Clinton was essentially an 
attempt to claim his affair was 
less contemptible. 

“Isn’t that a little like saying, 6 It 
depends on what the meaning 
of the word 4 is’ is?”’ she said 
in a statement Wednesday. 
“One politician comparing 
his illicit affair to another’s 
is a sure sign his career is in 
trouble.” 

Ensign told the AP on 
Wednesday that he can 
understand how some people 
might “have a problem” with 
the fact he called for Clinton’s 
resignation but won’t resign 
himself. 

“But if you look at the times 
... I was in the House of 
Representatives but basically 
was sitting in judgment of the 
president evaluating the case. 
I was basically a jurist at that 
point. I thought there was a 
violation of a felony,” he said. 
Ensign said in the interview 
he never considered resigning 
from the Senate and is focused 
on fulfilling his six-year term. 
“What we’re trying to do is 
go around to people in the 
state of Nevada and tell them 
how sorry I am for what I 
did. But now I need to focus 
on earning their trust back by 
working harder than Eve ever 
worked for them,” Ensign 
said. “There’s no magic 
to hard work. It is literally 
focusing on what is important 
to Nevadans. Right now, the 
biggest issue Nevadans and 
the rest of the country face is 
health care.” 

Ensign spoke for about 30 
minutes at the luncheon 
and answered a handful of 
questions submitted on cards. 
None were about the affair. 
Later Wednesday he toured a 
U.S. Forest Service project at 
Lake Tahoe aimed at thinning 
forests to reduce fuel loads in 
an effort to reduce wildfire

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Tornado, storms causo heavy damage in Midwest

MINNEAPOLIS - Powerful 
winds slammed parts of 
four Midwestern states on 
Wednesday, leaving behind 
shattered windows, toppled 
power lines and a handful of 
injuries. At least a half dozen 
suspected tornadoes were 
reported. 

The National Weather Service 
received reports of a possible 
tornado near downtown 
Minneapolis, where winds tore 
off part of a 90-year-old metal 
church steeple. Wisconsin, 

Iowa and Illinois were also 
hit, though the only confirmed 
tornado as of Wednesday night 
was in Hastings, about 30 miles 
southeast of Minneapolis, 
where a 100-yard-long swath 
of trees was flattened. 

Jack Freitag said he was

Lockner told police that the attack early Tuesday on James A. 
Privott, who had been fishing with his wife in a city park beneath 
the Francis Scott Key Bridge, “wouldn’t have happened if he 
was a white man,” court documents show. 

Lockner, a convicted sex offender, has other racist tattoos and 
told police he was a member of two white supremacist groups, 
including the notorious prison gang the Aryan Brotherhood. 
When Lockner was taken into custody, he said, “I’m sorry I did 
it,” the documents show. 

Lockner and two other white men shouted racial slurs as they 
kicked Privott to the ground, punched him in the face and hit 
him with a baseball bat, the documents show. 

The men stole $19 from Privott’s wallet and drove off in his 
sport utility vehicle, which was equipped with a theft-monitoring 
device. Police tracked down the vehicle, which overturned and 
crashed after the driver fled. The men ran off, but officers found 
Lockner with the help of a witness, police said. 

Police had not yet found the two other suspects Wednesday 
afternoon. 

Privott suffered serious head trauma and lost two teeth and may 
also have broken an eye socket bone. He was in fair condition 
Wednesday at the University of Maryland Shock Trauma Center, 
a spokeswoman said. His wife was not injured. 

Privott’s stepdaughter said he was doing OK and that police 
had asked the family not to speak to reporters during the 
investigation. 

Baltimore is about two-thirds black, and police monitor the city’s 
active white supremacists, Police Commissioner Frederick H.

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Glitch forces S. Korea to abort rocket launch

SEOUL, South Korea (AP) — 
Atechnical glitch forced South 
Korea to abort liftoff of its first 


rocket into space, delaying a 
launch that threatened to stoke 
tensions with North Korea 
even as Pyongyang joined in 
mourning a leader who pushed 
tirelessly for reconciliation. 
The rival Koreas are eager to 
develop space programs, and 
had aimed to send satellites 
into space this year. In April, 
the North launched a three- 
stage rocket it claimed sent a 
communications satellite into 
orbit; some experts doubt the 
mission succeeded. 
Washington, Tokyo and others 
called that launch a disguised 
test of long-range missile 
technology. The U.N. Security 
Council condemnedthe launch, 
saying it was a violation of 
resolutions banning North 
Korea from ballistic missile- 
related activity. 

However, there have been 
recent signs of easing 
tensions — the North freed 
two imprisoned American 
journalists when former 


President Bill Clinton came 
to Pyongyang and met with 
leader Kim Jong II. Later, the 
North freed a South Korean 
technician and agreed to 
resume some joint tourism and 
industry projects with Seoul. 
And on Wednesday, New 
Mexico Gov. Bill Richardson 
met with two North Korean 
diplomats. Richardson called 
the meeting a “hopeful sign” 
of improving relations. 

Yet as South Korea geared up 
for its rocket launch, North 
Korea warned it would be 
“watching closely” for the 
international response to 
Seoul’s launch. 

“Their reaction and attitude 
toward South Korea’s satellite 
launch will once again clearly 
prove whether the principle 
of equality exists or has 
collapsed,” a spokesman for 
the Loreign Ministry told 
North Korea’s official news 
agency. South Korea’s launch 
was called off less than eight 


minutes before the scheduled 
liftoff, senior Science Ministry 
official Lee Sang-mok said. 
The two-stage rocket, built 
with Russian help, would 
have been South Korea’s first 
satellite launch from its own 
territory. 

South Korean and Russian 
scientists were investigating 
the malfunction that halted the 
launch, and Russian scientists 
believed another attempt could 
occur within days, Lee said. 
He said a high-pressure tank 
that helps operate valves in the 
launch vehicle may have been 
the problem. 

Despite the North’s objections, 
U.S. and South Korean officials 
say the rocket launches cannot 
be compared, maintaining that 
South Korea has carried out 
the process transparently, and 
for peaceful purposes, while 
the North has not abided by its 
international commitments. 
The Koreas remain in a state of 
war since their conflict ended 


in a truce in 1953. Relations 
have been tense since President 
Lee Myung-bak took office in 
Seoul in 2008, abandoning 
ex-President Kim Dae- 
jung’s policy of encouraging 
reconciliation with aid. 

North Korea put its army on 
alert this week as the U.S. 
and South Korea held military 
exercises in the South. 
Washington and Seoul say 
the computer-simulated war 
games are purely defensive. 
But North Korea’s Foreign 
Ministry warned they were 
“aggravating” tensions on the 
Korean peninsula. 

In the latest sign of a thaw, 
two diplomats from North 
Korea’s U.N. mission met 
with Richardson, who twice 
went to North Korea in the 
1990s to secure the release 
of Americans. Richardson 
declined to comment on the 
substance of the talks or say 
why North Korea requested 
the meeting.Q

The massive blast left a 
30-by- 15-foot crater and 
knocked down part of the 
concrete wall surrounding 
the ministry’s perimeter, 
killing at least 59 people and 
wounding 250.

Suspected mortar shells also

19, 2003, bombing at the 
world body’s headquarters 
that killed 22 people, 
including top U.N. envoy 
Sergio Vieira de Mello. 

The U.S. military, which 
turned over responsibility 
for securing the Green Zone 
to the Iraqis on Jan. 1, said it 
could not confirm any mortar 
attacks. 

Another blast in the 
commercial area of western 
Baghdad’s Baiyaa district 
killed two people and 
wounded 16, while a bombing 
in the commercial district 
of Bab al-Muadham killed 
six people and wounded 24, 
authorities said. 

Shiite politicians, including 
some close to al-Maliki, have 
been charging recently that 
Sunni-ruled Saudi Arabia 
and other Arab neighbors 
were orchestrating a violent 
campaign to destabilize 
Shiite majority Iraq. 
Speaking at the Foreign 
Ministry bomb site, Shiite 
Mayor Saber al-Issawi 
echoed those charges when 


he suggested that Iraq’s 
“enemies” in the region were 
determined to reverse what 
he called the government’s 
recent successes. 

The White House condemned 
the attacks, with spokesman 
Robert Gibbs saying they 
show “how far extremists 
will go to wreak havoc.” 
But he said that the overall 
number of attacks in Iraq is 
“at or near an all-time low.” 
The U.S. military has warned 
that militants are trying to 
provoke new bloodshed to 
re-ignite retaliatory sectarian 
warfare and undermine 
public trust in the Iraqi 
government. 

U.S. troops withdrew from 
Iraq’s cities June 30 under a 
security pact that outlines the 
American withdrawal by the 
end of 2011. President Barack 
Obama has ordered all U.S. 
combat troops out of Iraq by 
Aug. 31, 2010, leaving up to 
50,000 U.S. troops in training 
and advising roles. 

“The terrorists are trying to 
rekindle the cycle of violence 
of past years by creating a 
climate of tension among the 
Iraqi people,” President Jalal 
Talabani said in a statement. 
“Our security forces must be 
more alert and firm. Also, the 
political groups must unite.” 
Sunni and Shiite extremists 
remain active in Iraq, and the 


U.S. military has detected 
some political violence ahead 
of the national elections. But 
truck bombs and suicide 
attacks bear the hallmarks of 
al-Qaida in Iraq. 

“The security forces 
have failed to protect the 
government buildings despite 
tight security measures and 
advanced equipment and this 
reflects huge shortcomings,” 
said Saeed Jabar, a 3 5-year-

— Thursday’s election in 
Afghanistan will not end the 
eight-year fight against the 
Taliban, bring U.S. troops 
home sooner or ensure 
a competent democratic 
government. Officials say it 
could, however, help stem 
the recent political gains 
of the Taliban, the Islamic 
fundamentalist movement 
that ruled Afghanistan in the 
late 1990s and gave refuge to 
Osama bin Laden. 

That hopeful result depends 
on whether the voting is 
seen by ordinary Afghans as 
legitimate — no certainty in a 
country whose army and other 
institutions were built and 
paid for largely by the U.S. 
and other foreigners. Many 
Afghans take it for granted 
that the election outcome has 
been predetermined, even 
though U.S. officials and 
international groups have 
taken pains to stress their 
neutrality. 

The election comes at a point 
of weak U.S. public support 
for the war amid rising U.S. 
casualties. A Washington 
Post-ABC News poll released 
Wednesday found that a 
majority of Americans see the 
war as not worth fighting. 
Karl Eikenberry, the retired 
three-star Army general who 
became U.S. ambassador to 


Kabul in May, said in an e-mail 
exchange with The Associated 
Press on Wednesday that the 
elections can be an important 
step toward achieving the 
key U.S. goal of preventing 
Afghanistan from again 
sheltering al-Qaida. 

“This election is vital to 
strengthen the connections 
between the Afghan people 
and their leaders,” Eikenberry 
wrote. “Only by doing so 
will the violence that afflicts 
their country eventually be 
contained and will Afghanistan 
never again become a haven 
for international terrorism.” 
There is a risk, however, that 
rising violence — during the 
balloting or in the weeks to 
follow — could undermine 
rather than strengthen the 
legitimacy of the Afghan 
government. So the fact that 
millions could cast their vote 
in the midst of a war may not, 
by itself, ensure a step toward 
political stability. 

“Whether the election is seen 
as legitimate, whether the 
election leads to violence — 
those things will have just as 
much impact on the political 
situation” as the balloting 
itself, said Nora Bensahel, 
senior political scientist at 
the RAND Corp., a largely 
government-funded think 
tank. 

Retired Lt. Gen. David Bamo, 
who commanded U.S. forces 
in Afghanistan during the first 
post-invasion presidential 
election, in 2004, said it would 
be perilous to predict whether 
the election will improve 
stability. 

“The degree to which the 
results of the election are 
accepted by the people of 
Afghanistan as legitimate is 
an absolute unknown right 
now,” he said, adding that the 
vote could lead to “significant 
destabilizing.” 

Incumbent President Hamid 
Karzai is expected to win re- 
election, although he is seen 
as weak by many Afghans and 
faces the possibility of a run¬ 
off election if he fails to gain 
at least 50 percent of the vote. 
The hope is that the next 
Afghan government — 
regardless of who holds the 
presidency—can make strides 
toward weeding out official 
corruption and establishing 


a workable justice system. 
Those achievements are seen 
by many as key to keeping 
the international financial and 
military support in place. 

“This is a chance for the 
Afghans to change our minds” 
about their commitment to 
good governance, said Sean 
Maloney, associate professor 
of history at the Royal Military 
College of Canada. 

Some observers think the 
elections could do more harm 
than good. 

Jeremy Shapiro, a researcher 
at the Brookings Institution 
think tank, wrote in an essay 
this week that with luck 
the elections will produce 
a stronger, more legitimate 
government. 

“But there is great fear that 
fraud will delegitimize the 
government, that Election 
Day violence will broadcast 
insurgent strength, and that 
popular anger over the results 
will produce street protests 
and violence,” he wrote. 
Elections are not necessary to 
achieve the central U.S. aim of 
ensuring that Afghanistan does 
not again become a haven for 
al-Qaida, Shapiro wrote, “and 
indeed put (that goal) at risk.” 
Thursday’s voting under 
the best of circumstances is 
unlikely to lighten the load on 
American and allied combat 
forces. Almost eight years 
after the U.S. invasion that 
toppled the Taliban regime, the 
military mission is practically 
beginning anew, against a 
foe that draws strength from 
the Afghan government’s 
weakness. 

Just three years ago the U.S. 
had about 20,000 forces in the 
country. Today, it has triple 
that, on its way to 68,000 by 
year’s end. Paradoxically, as 
the U.S. force has grown, so, 
too, has the influence and the 
military effectiveness of the 
Taliban, particularly in the 
southern part of the country. 
That is why so much is riding 
on the outcome of Thursday’s 
vote. “If the next president — 
and I think this weighs most 
heavily on President Karzai 
— comes out of this election 
with questioned legitimacy 
then we are all in trouble,” 
said J. Alexander Thier, an 
Afghanistan watcher at the 
U.S. Institute of Peace.Q

TEGUCIGALPA, Honduras 
(AP) — Manuel Zelaya’s 
chances of getting restored 
to the Honduran presidency 
become more distant with 
each passing week. Across 
Latin America, his allies and 
foes alike see a precedent 
being set. 

It’s a glimmer of hope for 
the region’s conservative 
elite, which has watched with 
dismay over the past decade 
as a wave of leftist presidents 
has risen to power, promising 
to topple the establishment 
and give greater power to the 
poor. When the once-moderate 
Zelaya started down that path, 
Honduras’ military, Congress 
and Supreme Court teamed 
up to oust him, and despite 
protests from across the 
hemisphere the coup-installed 
government remains in place. 
Could this be the model Latin 
America’s conservatives were 
desperately seeking? 
Venezuelan President Hugo 
Chavez, who was briefly 
ousted in a 2002 coup himself, 
said Cuba’s Lidel Castro told 
him the situation in Honduras 
will “open the door to the 
wave of coups coming in 
Latin America.” 

“Lidel says something that is 
very true,” he said. 

Added Ecuadorean President 
Rafael Correa, a close ally of 
Chavez and Zelaya: “We have 
intelligence reports that say 
that after Zelaya, I’m next.” 
Across the region, 
conservatives who long 
ruled Latin America — and 
still own much of it — are 
showing signs of unrest, with 
armed uprisings in Bolivia 
and marches in Guatemala 
where tens of thousands of 
protesters have demanded the 
president resign. 

But the most extreme case 
came in Honduras, a country 
with three decades of 
political stability and seven 
consecutive democratically 
elected presidents. 

“This coup really surprised 
us,” said Jorge Acevedo, 
deputy director of a Honduran 
human rights group. “We 
thought the issue of civilian 
rule was something we had 
resolved a long time ago.” 
Soldiers arrested Zelaya 


on June 28 and flew him 
into exile, and within hours 
Congress swore in the next- 
in-line to the presidency, 
Roberto Micheletti. In the six 
weeks since, demonstrations 
by Zelaya supporters and 
diplomatic efforts by countries 
ranging from the United 
States to Venezuela have been 
unsuccessful in orchestrating 
Zelaya’s return. 

Argentina’s Cristina 

Lemandez, whose popularity 
has plummeted, said allowing 
Honduras ’ interim government 
to remain in power until Nov. 
29 presidential elections 
would undermine democracy 
across the region. 

“It would be enough for 
someone to stage a civilian 
coup, backed by the armed 
forces, or simply a civilian one 
and later justify it by convoking 
elections,” Lernandez told 
South American leaders. “And 
then democratic guarantees 
would truly be fiction.” 
Honduras responded Tuesday 
by giving Argentina’s 
diplomatic mission 72 hours 
to leave the country. 

Those who have stirred turmoil 
in left-led countries insist 
they are the ones defending 
democracy. 

Many of the so-called 
“revolutionary” governments 
that have been voted into 
power from Nicaragua to 
Bolivia have not only tried to 
redistribute wealth but also 


remove limits on their time 
in power. Many have reduced 
the powers of opponents 
in ways that have made 
traditional elites feel their 
private holdings, investments 
and democratic freedoms are 
under attack. 

“I think Zelaya gave enough 
reasons to be removed from 
government — reasons 
that exist in abundance in 
Venezuela,” said Venezuelan 
opposition leader Jose Luis 
Larias. “Chavez has violated 
the constitution a lot more 
than Zelaya did.” 

In Bolivia, opposition Gov. 
Ruben Costas called Zelaya’s 
ouster a logical reaction to “a 
process that follows the same 
book as Chavez, which only 
seeks constitutional changes 
to perpetuate strongmen.” 
“There is a limit in countries 
where we are suffering 
abuses,” he told radio Erbol. 
Of course, the Honduras 
precedent goes only so far. 

No other leader in the region 
faces the utter political 
isolation that drove Zelaya 
from power so swiftly and 
efficiently: The military, the 
Supreme Court and even 
Zelaya’s own political party 
turned against him when 
he deepened his allegiance 
with Chavez and pursued 
constitutional changes in 
defiance of court rulings. 
Elsewhere in the region, many 
of the leaders have already

solidified their hold on power, 
in part through referendums 
and new constitutions 
overwhelmingly approved by 
voters. In Venezuela, other 
branches of government 
including congress and the 
judiciary are stacked with 
Chavez allies, leaving his 
opponents with few options 


for getting back into power. 
“Removing Chavez through 
legal means — that is, through 
institutions — is very difficult 
because he has absolute 
control over all the institutions 
of the country,” Larias said. 
Leftist leaders are taking no 
chances. 

Ecuador has announced plans 
to create citizens committees 
to defend against Honduras- 
style coups. Correa has not 
provided details of how the 
groups will work, but critics 
fear they could become 
something akin to Cuba’s 
Committees for the Defense of 
the Revolution, used to monitor 
“counterrevolutionary” 
activities. Bolivian President 
Evo Morales, who calls two 
weeks of deadly protests in 
the eastern lowlands last year 
a “civilian coup,” recently 
announced that three men 
killed by police had been 
planning to assassinate him 
in a plot backed by opposition 
leaders. 

Guatemala’s Alvaro Colom 
said he was being targeted by 
elites angry about his attempts 
to eliminate corporate tax 
loopholes when thousands 
took to the streets in May.Q

to own part of Dolphins

MIAMI (AP) — Venus and Serena Williams will become the 
latest celebrities to own a stake in the Miami Dolphins, a person 
familiar with the deal said on Wednesday. 

The person didn’t want to be identified because the NFL team 
plans to announce the involvement of the tennis-playing sisters 
next week. 

Another person close to the negotiations said an agreement 
was near but not yet final. That person also didn’t want to be 
identified because the announcement has not been made. 

The Williamses live in Palm Beach Gardens, about an hour’s 
drive from the Dolphins’ stadium. Their new role is significant 
in part because the NFL has no African-American majority 
team owner. 

Musicians Gloria and Emilio Estefan and Marc Anthony recently 
bought small shares of the team. New Dolphins owner Stephen 
Ross also forged a partnership with singer Jimmy Buffett. 

The Dolphins have said the involvement of the celebrities 
reflects the diversity of South Florida and shows that the team 
is connected with the community. 

A Dolphins spokesman said the team had no comment regarding 
next week’s announcement. 

The Williams sisters have combined to win 18 Grand Slam 
titles, and they staged their latest sibling showdown last month 
at Wimbledon, where Serena beat Venus in the final. 

Serena has won 11 major titles and Venus seven. 

Ross, a New York real estate billionaire, completed his purchase 
of the Dolphins from Wayne Huizenga in January. He began 
a partnership in May with Buffett. The agreement with the 
Estefans was announced in June, followed by the deal with 
Anthony last month. 

Buffett and the Estefans are longtime Dolphins fans. The 
Williams sisters aren’t known to closely follow the Dolphins 
or the NFL. Ross has said the minority owners are strategic 
partners and aren’t being brought aboard because of a financial 
need. He has pledged to improve the fan experience at games, 
and the celebrities will help — although it’s unlikely the sisters 
will be staging tennis exhibitions at halftime.□

Semenya shakes off gender 
test uproar to win 800-meter

BERLIN (AP) — South African teenager Caster 
Semenya shook off a gender test controversy 
Wednesday to easily win the 800-meter gold 
medal at the world championships. 

Semenya’s dominating performance was all the 
more remarkable because it came the same day 
the IAAF announced that the 18-year-old runner 
was undergoing a gender verification test amid 
concerns she does not meet the requirements to 
compete as a woman. 

The South African, who did not speak to 
reporters after the race, took the lead at the 
halfway mark and opened up a commanding 
lead on the field in the last 400 meters to win in 
a world leading 1 minute, 55.45 seconds. 

After crossing the line, Semenya dusted her 
shoulders off with her hands, as though wiping 
away the controversy that has surrounded her 
at her first major competition. 

Defending champion Janeth Jepkosgei was 
second, a massive 2.45 seconds behind. Jennifer 
Meadows of Britain took bronze in 1:57.93. 
About three weeks ago, the IAAF asked the 
South African athletics federation to conduct 
the gender test after Semenya burst onto 
the scene by posting a world leading time of 
1:56.72 at the African junior championships in 
Bambous, Maruitius. 

The teenager’s stunning improvement in times, 


along with her muscular build and deep voice, 
sparked speculation about her gender. 

In ideal circumstances, any controversy 
surrounding an athlete is dealt with before a 
major competition. But Semenya’s stunning 
rise from an unknown teenage runner to the 
favorite in the 800 happened almost overnight, 
and that meant the gender test — which takes 
several weeks — could not be completed in 
time. 

IAAF spokesman Nick Davies underlined the 
sensitivity of the matter, and stressed that “it’s 
a medical issue, not an issue of cheating.” 

He said the “extremely complex, difficult” test 
has been started but that the results were not 
expected for weeks. 

The verification test requires a physical 
medical evaluation, and includes reports from 
a gynecologist, endocrinologist, psychologist, 
an internal medicine specialist and an expert on 
gender. 

“So we’re talking about reports that are very 
long, very time consuming,” Davies said. 
South Africa team manager Phiwe Mlangeni- 
Tsholetsane would not confirm or deny that 
Semenya was having a gender test, but said 
“there was no cheating on our part.” 

“We entered Caster as a woman and we want to 
keep it that way,” Mlangeni-Tsholetsane said. 
“Our conscience is clear in terms of Caster. We 
have no reservations at all about that.’Q

They come 
rolling in. It’s like going to the movie theaters and seeing five, 
six great movies.” 

Federer is the No. 1 feature. 

After winning his record 15th Grand Slam at Wimbledon, he 
took time off to become the father of twin girls. He got back on 
court last week in Montreal and reached the quarterfinals. He’s 
trying to get his game in shape to defend his U.S. Open title in 
two weeks. 

Murray won his first match as the world’s No. 2 player, a ranking 
he reached for the first time after winning the Montreal title last 
week. Rather than fly to Cincinnati, he decided to make a 13-

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Zelaya niega amenazas de muerte

LIMA (Reuters) - El depuesto 
presidente de Honduras, Man¬ 
uel Zelaya, dijo el miercoles 
que la acusacion del manda¬ 
tario interino, Roberto Miche- 
letti, de que recibio amenazas 
de muerte contra el y su fa- 
milia son parte de los “fantas- 
mas” que lo llevaron a tomar 
el poder. Micheletti, sentado 
en la silla presidencial desde 
que militares sacaron a Zelaya 
a punta de fusil de su casa y lo 
trasladaron a Costa Rica hace 
casi dos meses, dijo el lunes 
que debio estrechar su segu- 
ridad tras ser amenazado de 
muerte, sugiriendo que pro- 
vinieron de partidarios de Ze¬ 
laya. “Los supuestos del senor 
Micheletti creo que circulan 
mas bien en sus fantasmas que 
lo han llevado a cometer este 
error contra los hondurenos”, 
afirmo a periodistas Zelaya al 
ser consultado sobre los co- 
mentarios de Micheletti. 

“Los que estan con los rifles, 
con la fuerza de las armas, son 
los golpistas que el encabeza”, 
agrego en el Palacio de Gobi- 
erno de Lima, donde se reunio 
por cerca de una hora con el 
presidente peruano, Alan Gar¬ 
cia. Al denunciar las amena¬ 
zas, el mandatario interino no 
preciso su procedencia ni los 
medios por los que fueron re- 


alizadas, pero sugirio que pro- 
vinieron de simpatizantes de 
Zelaya. 

El derrocado mandatario re- 
aliza un periplo por Latinoa- 
merica -en el que visito re- 
cientemente Chile, Brasil y 
Mexico- para que los lideres 
de la region mantengan su re- 
chazo al Gobierno de facto y 
rechacen la legitimidad de una 
eventual eleccion. 

Por otro lado, Zelaya aseguro 
que el retomo a su pais es 
“inminente” porque no puede 
vivir “desterrado”, aunque 
reitero que desea hacerlo en 
forma pacifica. 

A pesar de que el golpe de Es- 
tado ha sido condenado por la
